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Selectmen contest Appeal Board 


The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals approved, last Friday, the 
appeal of the Tambone Corpora- 
tion of Reading, for a permit to 
erect low and moderate income 
housing, down by the Ipswich 
River. 

For three non-lawyers, working 
without legal advisors, the appeal 
board decision is extremely well 
written. It permits the construc- 
tion of 276 units of housing, under 
the provisions of Chapter 744, Acts 
of 1969. the so-called Snob Zoning 
Law. There are restrictions in 
how the buildings may be erected 
and how the sewer lines shall be 
constructed, all of which are to be 
enforced by the appeal board of its 
agent. 

The many woes which were 
paraded before the appeal board 
on March 25 are dismissed with 
one paragraph, which notes that 
those statements which had no 
bearing on the subject, according 
to the law. are not discussed. 

The Wilmington selectmen had 
already posted a notice for a 
meeting on Saturday, and at 10 
a.m. they met, with all members 
present, to consider and discuss 
the appeal board decision. In addi- 
tion to the selectmen and town 
manager, the town counsel and 
Dick Duggan of the finance com- 

mittee were present. Madelyn 
McKie. also of the fincom, came in 
for a few minutes discussion, 
toward the end of the meeting. 

The board of selectmen decided 
unanimously to instruct the town 
counsel to contest the decision in 
Superior Court. 

Five thousand dollars was 
transferred, by the finance com- 
mittee, on April 15, and that 
money. will be used to prosecute 
the case as the Wilmington 
Selectmen want it. Mr. Cohen, of 
Medford,’ hired last week as a 
special attorney, is to assist the 
town counsel in preparaing the 
Case. 

The board of appeals, who will

have to answer in court to the 

selectmen’s case, has no attorney, 

and no money for an attorney. 

Under ordinary circumstances it 
could be expected that the board of 
appeals would be defended by the 
town counsel, but Mr. Altman 
already has instructions from the 
selectmen to present the case 
against the board of appeals. 

The appeals board does have the 
right to go to the court and ask that 
an order be issued compelling the 
town to provide money for an at- 
torney, and, if it wishes, that an at- 
torney be named. 

Like the hiring of outside counsel 
to assist the town counsel. this 
could be a matter of expense for 
Wilmington. certain attornies 
are named by the court to take the 
part of the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals the cost could be as high 
as $95 an hour. 

The town counsel has, by law. 
twenty days to file papers con- 
testing the decision of the board of 
appeals. 

Some of the points made by the 
board of appeals in its decision 
were (by numbered paragraphs) 

4. While this board can well un- 
derstand the objections to Chapter 
774 of the Acts of 1969 on the 
grounds that the wrong public 
board has been required.to exer- 
cise initial authority on the merits 
of a proposed project. and as re- 
cent éxperience in Hanover and 
Concord indicates, ultimate con- 
trol rests with the Housing 
Appeals Committee, not with the 
local community. However, this 
objection cannot relieve the board 
of appeals from obeying what 
appears to be a legislative man- 
date, namely, to approve projects 
for low and moderate income 
families and persons where need 
therefore exists. despite local zon- 
ing restrictions. so long as the 
health and safety of the occupants 
and the residents of the town are 
adequately protected, reasonable 
site and building design in relation 


to the surroundings is maintained 
and open spaces preserved. We 
have decided to attempt to act 
positively in the light of the ap- 
parant purpose of the statute - 

6. This board must obey the law 
It does not have the authority by 
statute or otherwise to test the 
constitutionality of the law. I the 
town meeting will not make provi- 
sion for low income housing, then 
the legislature has said it is to be 
done by means of the procedures 
established by Chapter 774. This 
legislation obviously flies in the 
face of the popular vote. So the 
number of people in town who are 
opposed is not directly relevant. 
This board cannot simply say no 
permit will be issued because 
more people are against than are 
for it

application of Candlewood Village Associates to con- 
struct 276 units of low and moderate income housing on 
28 acres of land on Woburn Street in a zoning district 
reserved by a vote of the people of Wilmington for the 
construction of single family homes.

Wilmington’s Selectmen chose 
to include a wide scope of town of- 
ficials and others, in their suit 
against the board of appeals. The 
planning board was mentioned as 
being asked to join, and there was 
discussion about getting the thou- 
sand or more signatories of the 
petition against Candlewood 
Village to join in the suit against 
the board of appeals. 

Attorney Alan Altman, after he 
was directed to prepare the suit 
noted that jn the plans there were 
not only low and moderate income 
housing. but also ‘market’ hous- 
ing He and Selectman Gillis dis- 
cussed this briefly, and Gillis 
thought that this was a violation of 
the zoning code, in that Chapter 
774 was for low and moderate in- 
come only. 

This was the tactic upon which, 
apparentky, the suit will be based, 
in that the Tambone Corporation is 
voilating the zoning bylaw by being 
in excess of the statute. 

Altman warned the selectmen 
that in any case the developer 
‘Tambone Corporation of 
Reading) could go directly to the 
Massachusetts Housing Com-

Altman said that it would not be 
useful to attack the “‘board issues" 
such as those that were decided in 
the Hanover Case; by the Superior 


Court. and not to deal in 
generalities. but rather in 
specifics. 

The town manager joined in with 


an observation about the “‘den- 
sity” of the ‘market’ apartments 
that were being planned - 10 
building units to the acre. Select- 
man Boylen joined him - “It’s a 
charade.” 

Altman: We don't know. There 
are only two cases. You win some 
and lose some. 

Banda: That's the truth. 

Caira: If we win, could he (Tam- 
bone) go to the Housing Com- 
mittee? 

‘Altman: We might have two 
cases instead of one. 

Selectman Banda spoke up to 
say “use my name."’ “people 
came in with a petition” -‘‘file and 
see what happens - we can't wait.”" 

Boylen: ‘This is not just low and 
moderate income housing. I think 
any taxpayer would be aggrieved 
by this.” 

He discussed the fact that some 
of the land is being given to the 
town. He wasn’t happy about it. 
Anytime there is a proposal to give 
land, he said, the conservation 
commission is smiling and happy, 
but often there was a gimmick, in 
that someone was just getting out 
of the paying of taxes. He felt that 
this was such a case. 

Noting that the town had many 
medium sized homes on medium 
sized lots, he declared: *‘One thing 
this town offers is a chance to live 
under no more density." 

Costs 


Dick Duggan of the finance com- 
mittee worried about financing the 
suit. The finance committee, he 
said, has a duty to find out more 
about the projected attack, and the 
costs. How far will the $5000 ad- 
vanced for the special counsel go? 

Boylen: I am prepared to call 4 
special town \meeting if we can't 
get funds. He\estimated the town 
would be losing $200,000 a year ‘‘or 
better.” 

Duggan: I am thinking of costs, 
in the next year. 

Banda: We won't know until 
three. four, five months from now. 
Maybe we should call a special 
town meeting then, : 

It was then that Mrs. McKie 
entered the meeting room. .The 
town manager was talking about 
“using the names” of all those who 
had signed thetition against 
Candlewood Village.

idea were to be adopted there 
would be more single bedroom 
apartments and fewer three and 
four bedroom apartments, thus 
reducing the number of school 
children from the apartment hous- 
ing. 

He also had an idea that the 
bylaws could be so written that 
apartment housing could be only 


off primary or secondary streets - 
streets that are fifty feet wide, as 
a limiting factor and control of 
housing. 

Joel Gardiner, the only attorney 
on the planning board, was more 
cautions. It might be a nice thing 
to do, he said, but ‘‘Is that what the 
planning board does - write nice 
letters?" 5 

Harding replied by discussing 
the board of appeals decision, and 
praising it. 

“They had to a definitive plan 
(fubak okabm ed,) based on infor- 
mation for a preliminary plan. I 
think they had a very difficult deci- 
sion. 

Chairman Bill Hooper, Harding 
and Maglio voted in favor of sen- 
ding the letter, and Gardiner and 
Bill Hanlon against. 


Loam removal 

Mr. Harding reported that there 
was loam removal going on, from 
the new housing project off Park 
Street. He didn’t believe it had 
been authorized by any 
Wilmington board. 

He was at the Woburn Street 
School at 11:30 last Saturday mor- 
ning. he said, picking up children 
to take home, when a large truck, 
a ten wheeler, with the name of a 
Billerica firm on it passed. It was 
loaded with loam 

So Harding went down to the 
project, formerly the Anderson 
farm. A large ten wheeler was be- 
ing loaded, - it took fifteen minutes 
to load. Harding sat in his car and 
watched, and then, when the truck 
started, he followed it to 
Burlington, that is until about 
noon. He took the number of the 
license plate. 

“In the-past’’ Harding said, 
“developments have. been given 
permits to remove loam and have 
ended up with no loam.” ‘This 
should be stopped now. I think 


loopholes have to be plugged.”’ 

The board voted to send a letter 
to the town manager on the sub- 
ject. 

Glen Acres subdivision 

The planning board and Attorney 
Simon Cutter discussed for one and 
a quarter hours the Glen Acres 
development off Glen Road. Mr. 
Cutter is the attorney for the 
mortgagee in a bankjuptcy case 
now pending. 

The basis of the discussion was a 
“punch list’ prepared by the town 
engineer for thirty unfinished 
items in the project - lights, 
drains, grading, roads, and the 
pond which is near the “ildcat 
Railroad, to name some. 

There is a bond of $42,000 made 
out to the town, or comgletion of 
items. 

One guess was that there was 
over $100,000 in work to be done. 
Mr. Cutter told the planning board 
that, because this is a bankruptcy 
case, the town may not own that 
bond. 

Some of the items in the ‘“‘punch 
list’ were said to have been done. 
Some ifems were said to be for 
houselots that were not actually a 
part of the Glen Acres subdivision. 

Some more items concerned 
Washington Avenue, which the 
planning board had voted be in- 
cluded in the subdivision plans, but 
to which the Wilmington 
selectmen are opposed. 

Mr. Cutter was discussing, in 
part, the possibility that he could 
contract to have work done at 
rates cheaper than were figured by 
the town engineer. 

Roberts Estate 


Attorney William Geary of 
Lowell appeared to discuss 
houselot plans on Burlington 
Avenue, part of the former 
Roberts estate. He had plans for 
two lots, which had been discussed 
the week before by the board of 
appeals. Mr. Geary was Seeking 
advice on how to improve the 
layout of the lots, so that they 
would conform to town

Officer Bobby Stewart was 
patroling Main Street in 
Wilmington last Thursday morning 
(May 1) at about 3a.m. Two men 
were walking by the side of the 


toad. Something made Bobby stop, 


and talk with the men. 

Their truck was broken down, 
the said, and they were walking 
home. So far the story was 
straight, but when it came to 
answering questions about where 
the truck broke down, and why, 
there was something that aroused 
the questioning instinct of Bobby 
Stewart. He and Mike Celata, who 
is onw of Wilmington’s newer 
patrolmen asked the men to go 
back to the truck, which was park- 
ed in the yard of the railroad sta- 
tion. 

The truck was in the yard, and 
one of the men owned it. It was 
broken down. The reason was that 
there were 214 pieces of steel, each 
weighing 50 pounds. Over five tons 
of railroad steel, the kind that is 
used to ‘‘tie’’ railroad tracks 
together. 

The two men were taken to the 
police station and charged with 
stealing the steel from the 
Billerica yard of the Boston & 
Maine RR. Then Mike Celata was 
sent back to count the pieces of 
steel. so as to establish legal 
evidence of the crime. it was 
about five jin the morning, and 
Mike wasn't happy about man- 
handling all that steel, all by 
himself. 

so when a detective from the 
Boston & Maine police came along, 
and offered to help, Mike accepted 
gladly.
